Cut Wages, Hold Prices, 
Farm Leader Suggests 


Food Costs at 30-Year Low, 
Pay Is Up 15 Pet., Convention Told

“Why not roll back wages instead | 


of farm prices?” Edward A. 
O'Neal, president of the American 
Farm Bureau, asked Wednesday 
night in addressing the annual 
convention of the Michigan Farm 


| Bureau at Michigan State College. 


Wages have gone up 15 per cent 
since September, 1942, and the 
cost of living has gone up only 
5 per cent, he contended. 

O'Neal said that it “is almost 
unbelievable” in a time of full em- 
ployment at high wages that the 
national administration would 
press for cheap food and rolled- 
back farm prices. Food costs the 
consumer the least now it has cost 
in 30 years, he said, contending 
that the proposed food subsidy 
program will save the average 
family of four only 11 cents a day. 

The Farm Bureau president said 
that American farmers are pro- 
ducing 47 per cent more food to- 
in 1918, and that the 
average person today is eating 6 
per cent more food than he ate in 
the boom years of 1928 and 1929. 

A program of high profits, high 
wages and cheap food is “suicidal” 
during the war, and will prove 
ruinous after the war, he declared. 
“If farmers cannot obtain fair and 
comparable prices in the market 
place with our national income at 
an all-time high, what will happen 
when peace comes?” he asked. 


Clark Brody, State Farm Bureau | 
secretary, criticized Federal con-| 


trols over agriculture and warned 
the 500 delegates to the conference 
that a new major battle is im- 
pending in Congress. 

Brody appealed to the delegates 
to support at the polls the Con- 
gressmen who support Farm Bu- 
reau policies. “I think the sooner 
we get over this business of being

“| Mag Board of Education's grim statement 
underlines the seriousness of Detroit's 
milk situation. An arbitrary cut of from 50 
to 60 per cent in the school system's milk 
supply is exactly the threat to child health 
that Board President Dr. Burt R. Shurly 
declares it to be. There are 70,000 Detroit 
children fed every day in the schools and 
milk is their most important basic dietary 
requirement. 
known number of babies, older children, 
invalids and persons on milk diets are equally 
dependent on adequate supplies. 

Dr. Shurly’s proposal of new milk sources 
doubtless would alleviate the schools’ prob- 
lem, but it would not be much of an over-all 
answer.

A Test of Co-Operation 


HE United Nations Relief and Rehabili- 
tation Administration set up by 44 allied 


| and associated countries faces two tasks. 


The first thing it must do is to relieve 
existing distress among peoples conquered 
and despoiled by the Germans and Japanese, 
as fast as they are liberated by Allied arms. 
That is part of the economic strategy of 
victory. The looted nations must have food, 
clothing and medicine to prevent further 
deaths, disease and debilitation caused by 
hunger and exposure. 

After that rehabilitation will be joined with 
relief. The nations whose economies have 
been destroyed in the Nazi effort to subordi- 
nate them in an over-all German economy 
must be gotten on their feet again. As Presi- 
dent Roosevelt says, a return to law and 
order must wait upon the restoration of the 
oppressed peoples to “a self-sustaining exist- 
ence.” 

Assistance of this kind must be given by 
the nations that have to those that have not, 
until the ravages of German and Japanese 
barbarism have been repaired. That may 
take years. The sooner it is accomplished 
the sooner will production and prosperity 


return to the world.

f ese Roosevelt Administration must expect 

to be attacked by its inveterate enemies 
for proposing that Americans shall “feed the 
world.” As usual, they will be wrong. The 
job is too big, as Mr. Roosevelt says, for any 
one nation to handle. Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand, Argentina and other countries 
with food surpluses will assume their share 
of the load. 

With his customary sound approach, Wal- 
ter Lippmann pointed out in our columns 
yesterday that the cost to the United States 
will not be great, that about half the needed 
relief requirements will be met out of Con- 
tinental Europe itself; that France, The 
Netherlands and Belgium have the gold or 
foreign exchange with which to pay for what 
they get. Also_he stressed—what Adminis- 
tration-baiters will ignore—that we have, 
altogether apart from the humanitarian as- 
pect of it, a very great and practical interest 
in getting Europe back to work at the earliest 
possible moment. A nation like ours cannot 
prosper in a world of paupers, any more than 
a merchant can in a neighborhood that has 
lost its purchasing power. 

A great deal more is involved than merely 
feeding starving peoples in Europe and Asia 
and reviving their industries so that eventu- 
ally they can feed and clothe themselves. 
Which of the United Nations will furnish 
this necessity, which will furnish that, and 
how the cost of this vast reconstruction 
project will be allocated, are questions to 
which the UNRRA must work out answers. 
The way it does this will measure the possi- 
bilities of international co-operation in other 
directions, 

As the first great experiment in collabora- 
tion within the framework of the Moscow 
declarations the UNRRA will be watched 
with worldwide interest. Asa proving ground 
for the capacity of 44 independent and sov- 
eign nations to work together for universal 
peace and security its importance cannot be 
overestimated, 


This Time: Victory Day 
of Phe years ago this morning 

the guns ceased their lethal debate and 
there was no more no man’s land on the 
battlefield of Europe. Man’s hope had its 
finest hour then: There would be no more 
war. Man's hope began to wither at the 
Paris peace conference. It was trampled 
to death by totalitarian hosts marching to a 
more frightful war in Europe and in Asia 
during the 1930s. Only within the last few 
months have those hosts begun to move back- 
ward in retreat. But with that retreat man’s 
hope begins to live again. 

Part of the determination that nourishes 
hope’s resurgence is that there shall be no 
Armistice Day this time. The grim goal of 
the United Nations is not armistice, which 
means only a cessation of hostilities preced- 
ing peace negotiations, The objective is 
unconditional surrender, as set forth at the 
Anglo-American conference at Casablanca 
and reiterated only last week at Moscow by 
the four leading Allied powers. 

Already one foe, Italy, has gone down. 
The major enemies remain to be beaten into 
dust and ashes, but the doom of Germany 
and Japan is certain now, if there is no falter- 
ing or letdown as the attack is pressed for- 
ward. 

Today, though, we speak mostly of the 
men who died for freedom in the war for 
which the commemoration of November 11 
was begun. Did they die for nothing; for 
an empty attainment; for a false hope? 

No—never; not by any gauge or measure 
that may be applied to human affairs. 

The world came full circle to another war 
through no fault of theirs. They were the 
great teachers that peace and decency won 
in one decade must be fortified by those who 
come after, or it is lost again. Their work 
was done beyond all possibility of improve- 
ment. The peace was lost by others whose 
eyes were blind to the most bitter truth that 
man can know. | 

The governments of the United Nations 
have made their pledge to exact uncondi- 
It was made to the dead 
as well as to the living. It will be kept. On 
this Armistice Day our thoughts and work 
must be that there will not be another. This 
time there will be only Victory Day.

PLANTING SEEDS OF DISCORD 

For the quintessence of flapdoodle 
on the Russian situation we recom- 
mend a recent column by Paul 
Mallon, Mr. Hearst's Washington 
commentator. 

He says Stalin's speech gives 
a better understanding of the 
Hull-Stalin-Eden declarations than 
“the generalized text of these 
documents.” What does he mean 
“generalized”? The implication 
is that Anthony Eden’and Cordell 
are a couple of fools who have been 
tricked by the wily Stalin. 

“He (Stalin) forecast freedom 
for conquered and occupied nations 
of Europe under governments to 
be chosen by their own people, 
which would be his conception of 
democracy.” says Mallon. 

So what? That is also the Amer- 
ican concept of democracy: that 
the people have a right to choose 
any kind of a government they 
please; and, if they do not like it, 
to change it, 

He then criticizes Stalin for 
glorifying the Russian collectivist- 
socialist system. “Stalin left no 
vagueness as to what he believes 
in, saying directly that the So- 
cialist state has been shown by 
this war to be ‘the form of organi- 
zation’ for both peace and war.” 


What did Mr. Mallon expect? 
That Stalin would say: “Now this 
system we have established by 
which we are winning the war— 
after the long Hist of failures 
under the czars—is a lousy one, 
Let's abolish it. I admit now 
that we should have gone Fas- 
cist, remained czaristic or tried 
democracy when only 15 per 
cent of our people knew how to 
read or write.” 


“Words,” Mallon continues, “do 
not mean the same to us as they 
do to Stalin. Let us not foolishly 
deceive ourselves. To us freedom 
means freedom of the individual, 
not collectivism. To us democracy 
means capitalism ., . not socialism. 
Thus the same words have op- 
posite meanings in Russia and the 
United States.” 

Stalin merely repeated what the 
Moscow pact decreed: That the 
peoples of Europe shall have the 
RIGHT TO CHOOSE THEIR OWN 
FORM OF GOVERNMENT. That 
means the same thing in any 
|language, but Mr. Mallon prefers 
to ignore that. 
think our system has proved itself 
by this war superior to any other, 
including the Socialist system, al- 
though our leaders have not 
| stressed the point.” 


Again, so what? Neither of 
the Anglo-Saxon democracies, 
with their centuries of tradition, 
is on trial, The Russian ex- 
periment is. And who do we 
find proclaiming the achieve- 
ments of that Russian experi- 
ment? The largest and most suc- 
cessful capitalists in the United 
States! The dyed-in-the wool 
Communists, the Old  Lenin- 
Trotsky lads are the ones throw- 
ing rocks at it today, 


Joe Davies, one of the richest 
jmen in America, was our Ambas- 
|sador over there and wrote a 
|now famous book on what Russia 
is doing for its great mass of 
ignorant people. W. Averell Har- 
riman, another of our richest 
capitalists, is now Ambassador 
Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., former 
|president of U. 8S. Steel, has 
been made Undersecretary of State 
because he, another multi-million- 
aire, has such sympathetic under- 
standing of Russia's problems. 
|Henry Ford, richest individual in 
America today, as far back as 
1928 declared that the stabilization 
of Russia was the hope of world 
peace—and gave to the Soviet 
government all his designs and 
patterns and helped educate their 
| engineers in the techniques of mass 
| production. 

Donald M. Nelson, another mil- 
lionare, brilliant executive of the 
Sears-Roebuck _ institution, now 
|chief of the WPB, has just come 
back from a study of Russia. The 
jother night he told America: 


“Russia's industrial future Is 
assured. There will be found no 
two peoples on earth better 
qualified .to win each other's 
respect and friendship than the 
Russians and Americans.” 


Mallon makes a comparison of 
the Russian worker and the Ameri- 
can “especially in terms of living, 
such as automobiles, bathtubs, 
telephones, home electricities, 
|roads”—ignoring the fact that for 
|a thousand years before the Revo- 
jlution, under the czars, these 
people lived like beasts in the 
fields, with a penitentiary sentence 
facing them if caught with a book. 

He says Russia “did rather well” 
in this w because of the supply 
of manpower and their willingness 
to “burn and destroy their property 
and lives because none was 
privately owned like ours.” God of 
history! Tell the poor fellow what 
they did to Napoleon with their 
property and their lives. They 
originated the “scorched earth” 
| policy. 

Then he contradicts himself and 
says that “Russia is no longer a 
weak backward nation, but al- 
ready the third great power on 
earth.” So, what are we going to 
do? Go to war with her because 
she does not have our form of 
government? Or co-operate with 
her in a world stabilization pro- 
gram, as our capitalistic repre- 
sentives are now doing? 

Mallon’s piece is of the type 
that we may expect, a planting of 
the seeds of disunity, to ham- 
string the war effort—all because 
of blind hatred for Franklin D.

Senator Vandenberg denies he has received a let- 
ter from MacArthur stating that he would accept 
the GOP nomination in 1944, though such a com- 
munication is reputed to be behind the recent 
bonanza of MacArthur-for-President clubs in Wis- 
consin and other states, Chief behind-the-scenes 
MacArthur promoters are former American Firsters, 
including Col. Robert McCormick, of the Chicago 
Tribune, Gen. Robert Wood, head of Sears, Roebuck 
& Co., and Lansing Hoyt, president of the Wiscon- 
sin MacArthur-for-President clubs. 

NOTE: Democratic leaders who do not favor 
F.D.R. for a fourth term are delighted at the current 
MacArthur boom—for this reason: It gives them 
an excuse and precedent for the draft-Gen-George- 
Marshall movement.

HO can ever forget the first Armistice? In 


London, where I was living at the time, the city | 


went wild with joy. The desired, delayed, incredible 
time had come, and humanity, on its knees, thanked 
God. 

Whether to shout or weep, we did not know; so we 
did both. Men danced in the streets. Women wore 
dresses made of flags. By noon St. Paul's was 
jammed; the Abbey was packed—it melted the heart 
to hear them sing. 

All knew that the secret of our happiness was 
locked in the cold young hearts that slept in Flan- 
ders, and on the grey solitudes of the sea. Never 
was the world so coerced by its dead. Even now 
it seems half a dream. 

Then followed the Peace Conference, with what 
result we know. After all, it remained an Armistice, 
not a Peace. For that day until the outbreak of the 
new global war we lived under the threat of war. 

At last it came, a war more frightful than the 
first. The gay and gallant dead seemed to have 
died in vain. For the second time in a generation 
Germany had blown the world to pieces, or tried 
to do so, 

Will it be so again? The situation is infinitely 
more complex than it was in 1918-19. New issues, 
new problems face us in a shrinking world. The 
rush of events has been so rapid, so bewildering that 
we are dazed. 

“Is Germany Incurable?" was the title of a recent 
essay. Do nations go mad, and stay mad, or, at 
least, anti-social, anti-human? How can we live 
on the earth with a people who try to rule the 
world or ruin it? 

Will it be just another Armistice at the end of 
this war? Must be begin to get-ready for another, 
and yet another, war, each more frightful than the 
rest? Such dark questions are in the minds of all. 

In other words, is the human race capable of 
living together, or not? Incredible changes are 
taking place; no one can tell what the world will 
be like after this holocaust. Is the human mind 
equal to the crisis? * 

Since the days of Goethe we have heard a lot 
about “the two spirits” in Germany. Which will 
win in them and in ourselves? If to win the war 
we become like our enemies, then our victory will 
be our defeat. 

Is the future to be at the mercy of “isms”? 
Whether it be Naziism, Fascism, Militarism? No, 
surely not; humanity has enough sense and senti- 
ment, enough wisdom and spirit life to avert final 
disaster.
